But we confront a condition, not a theory. In 
the evolution of industrialism the home as the 
sociai unit, with the man as the political and 
economic head and the woman a& the dependent 
and sheltered homekeeper,; has been shattered. 
Only the privileged few can’ realize it now. It is 
becoming more and. more a futile dream to in- 
creasing masses of men and women. The inex- 
‘orable commercial law which we have acknowl- 
edged without regard to humanity or its effect 
on the individual, and which Mr. Lionberger cited 
as an igsuperable obstacle to the control of 
wages, has driven not only women but Shildren 


{into the factories, mines and shops to earn their 


livings. The economic unit is rapidly shifting 
from the home to the individual. ; 
The demand for woman’s suffrage arises 


with their children, into the shops and who feel 
that they must be equipped with weapons of de- 
fense in the struggle for existence. This is re- 
inforced by the demand of women property owners 
for representation as taxpayers. 

Mr. Lionberger’s argument that physical force 
rules the world is the last that should be brought 
against a proposal to bring in a new and gentler 
element. His picture of the, horrors of politics, 
where corruption and brutality p , is the 
strongest possible. argument for a change. If 
civilization means anything to mankind, it is a 
constant progress from might to right, from brute 
force to reason. The greatest force in the world 
is not physical, but moral. The supreme force is 
mind working for the ultimate reign of justice 
through reason. We have accomplished much in 
shifting power from club, spear, gun, in the 
physical combat, to reason. in the ballot box, the 
press, the parliament, the arbitration court. 
Faith in human progress is.a mockery if we can- 
not go the whole way. a 

Better arguments than those of Mr. Liohberger 
must be put forward if the suffragists are not to 
win hands down in the forum.

The only obstacles 
to the trial of woman's suffrage in every State 
and in the nation are the indifference and opposi- 
tion of women.

square inch, It is extfemely malleable, and is 
not subject to corrosion: Im 1865, the first year 
it was placed on the market, aluminum sold at 
$90 per pound. It is. now quoted at 83 cents a 
pound, and the production has risen from nothing 
to 25,000,000 pounds per annum. 
As cémmon clay is an ore of aluminum, all that 
is needed to make this metal as cheap as {ron is 
a practicable method of reducing this ore so that 
‘every clay bank would become available. Up to 
this: time inventors and scientists have failed to 
solve this problem, while others, apparently much 
more difficult, have yielded to their efforts. A 
vast fortane awaits {its solution, which would also 
add untold millions to the metallic wealth of the

which suggest the methods of the police toward 


humiliation to which the smugglers are subjected. 
Pailure to make such discoveries leaves the Gov- 
ernment in the deplorable position of a tyrant 
who has no respect for private rights, personal 
feelings or legal decency. 

The system used in “inspecting” trevelers re- 
turning from abroad is an exact index of the 
methods followed by customs euthorities in respect 
to commercial importers. Whatever the theory 
| of the law, the idea of customs inspection handed 

down from the Treasury Department to collectors 

of customs, and by them to the inspectors, is that 
every traveler is a potential smuggler and every 
importer a rascal; the primary motive of the one 
in going abroad is to defraud the Government on 
his return, and the primary motive of the other 
in buying foreign goods is to beat the Govern- 

ment out of revenue. Out of it all has grown a 
system of espionage which is obnoxious from 
whatever angle it is viewed. 

The law itself is inequitable. Kn American 
long enough abroad to have acquired a residence 
there can bring in a shipload of stuff free of duty. 
A tourist is @ smuggler if he has anything not 
absolutely necessary to his comfort in travel. 

\A good work for Democrats in considering the 
tariff would be to, liberalize these obnoxious rules 
and methods. The .revenue their enforcement 
brings does not pay the cost of inspection and 
detection. The Government should be relieved of 
the necessity of trying to enforce rules which serve

“Manufactures” are literally “works of the 
hands,” or hand-made goods. Until the middle 
of the eighteenth century the word had no other 
meaning. When: the words ‘The. work of our 
hands, © prosper Thou it,” were read in the 
churches, it was’a prayer for “manufa@tutes.” 

_As manufactures, in the nineteenth osntury in- 
cluded a growing percentage of miachine-made 
goods, now called. ‘factoty products,” these now 
include more than nine-tenths of the whole. But, 
nevertheless, hand-made goods are still “manu- 
factures,”’ still the “works of our hands.” They 
are by no means the least in importance; even 
when made in uncapitalized shops by those who 
cannot show ‘a total of more than $500 to sup- 
port their own skill and industry in using their 
hands. - 

It is not yet getierally known that in report- 
ing on manufactures the Washington authorities 
have now fixed a $600 limit and are excluding all 
but “factory products,” which under this rule are 
also corporation products, That is unfortunately 
a fact, however. In the literal sense of the word, 
they do not report on “manufactures” at all, but 
only on tnachine-made goods, under the new rules 
they have adopted excluding hand and shop work.

What is scientific method’® It has nothing to do, 
Prot. Charlies 8. Minot says, with any kind of logte, 
in spite of the logicians. It is simply the eollec- 
tion and corrélation’ of data to such an extent that 
they are “impersonally valid’—that is, are true 
independently of the mind or persdnality of the 
investigator. He says: 

“The method of science is not special or pe- 
cullar to it, but only a perfected application of 
our human resources of Observation and reflection 
to use the words of Von Baer, the greatest em- 
bryologist. To séeture reliability the method of 
science ia, first, to record everything with which 
it deals, the phenomena themselves and the infer- 
ences of the Individual investigators, and to re- 
cord both truly; second, to verify and@ correlate the 
personal knowledges until they acquire impersonal 
validity, which means, in other words, that the 
conclusions approximate so closely to the absolute 
truth that we can be safely and profitably guided 
by them. The method of science is nO mystic 
process. On the contrary, it is as easily compre- 
hended as it ig infinitely difficult to use perfectly, 
and at its best the method supplies merely avail- 
able approximations to the absolute. We set sol- 
ence upon the throne of imagination, but we have 
crowned her with modesty, for she is at once the

In the preservation of its rare manuscripts and 
books the Government Has found an additional 
safeguard in Japanese silk. 

Its use has removed a fear that long existed 
in the minds of Nbrarians that the rate old manu- 
scripts would dry up and return to their original 
élements. Fortumatély, however, the employment 
of m eilk of extfeme thinness and transparency 
has settled the question of the life of these manu- 
scripts for the next two or three hundred years 
at least. By that time, perhaps, some other meth- 
od may be discovered, : 

This silk is thinner than the thinnest tissue- 
paper, the threade being finer than spider webs. 
It is pasted over the manuscript so firmly that 
it wards off al) dupt and air, and yet is so trans- 
parent that it does not interfere any more with

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QUEEN FEARS THE 
CORONATION RIDE 


Great State Carriage Sways So on 
Its Springs It Makés Her 
Seasick.

LONDON, March 18.—A singular apprehension 
in regard to the coming, coronation has taken 
possession of Queen Mary. She is afraid, she 
has confided to a friend, that she will become 
“sea sick.” This fear is due to the fact that the 
ponderous three-ton coach in which the King and 
Queen will ride from the palace to Westminster 
Abbey is so slung from the axles as to cause the 
vehicle to swing sidéwise when in motion. 

When riding recently with King George to open 
Parliament, Queen Mary was affected by the 
swaying of the coach to such an extent she was 
pale and sick upon alighting. The effects of the 
ride did not wear off even while the ceremonies 
proceeded, and she was sitting in state facing the 
Lords and Commons. The situation was one of 
embarrassment to the Queen and of anxiety to 
those who observed hér lack of color. Some of the 
best carriage makers in the kingdom have tink- 
ered at the old state coach since then, but they 
have net succeeded in getting rid of the side-. 
swinging motion. The coach was built in the 
time of the Four Georges. Its rear wheels are 
unusually large. The famous royal crystal coach 
was destroyed by fire not long ago.

AS BEAUTY DIET 


Sir Hiram Maxim Stirs England by 
Advocating American Dish 
as Girls’ Food.

LONDON, March 9.—Sir Hiram Maxim, the gun- 
maker, is before the English public in a new 
role—that of an advocate of the great American 
dish, pork and beans, as the high road to beauty 
and health. He has exhibited the girl employes 
of his factory at Norwood in proof of his con- 
tention, and while none disputes the complete- 
ness of this evidence, the dietioc experts seem in- 
clined:to ascribe the comliness of those beautiful 
English girls to other reasons, just what they do 
not say. | 

In-his first interview, advocating “pork and” 
as beauty food, Sir Hiram also recommended the 
dish from an economy standpoint, and none has 
displited this. As to the beauty diet, Sir Maxim 
sald: A 

“The girlg here beyond doubt: have very much 
improved in weight and looks since they began to 
eat pork and beans and pea .soup about a. year 
ago. Many of them were thin and pale when 
we first put them on, but there were instant 
changes when they made Soquetntanste with this 
stimulating food. 

“When I left the United States I missed my pork 
and beats so much that I fitted up an automatic 
machine to bake them. I tried them on my work- 
ing folk and found they liked them very much and 
that they constantly improved in health and 
beauty. These girls shot the untimate result.”

The charges begin with the buying of the} 
tickets, as in addition to the admission fee you 
must pay a Government tax for the privilege of 
having a seat reserved in advance and then a 
10 per cent tax fs levied -for the poor. The 
man who opens the gab door when you, arrive 
expects one or more coing and the program 
costs 20 cents, and ft is so loaded with advertise- 
ments that the play is often well on its way 
before you find the actors’ names. ‘ 

A woman wearing a pink ribboneé cap who 
takes charge of your overcoat, and usyelly tear 
the lining, exacts 5 cents as a regular charge 
and expects a coin for herself, and unless that 
is forthcoming the wraps are likely to fare ‘very 
badly; a second woman shows you helf way to 
your seat and exacts toll_and leaves you stand- 
ing bewildered in the aisle and during the play a 
woman “footstool expert” cames and adjusts 
something and demands mérescoins. 

The total bill is about 75 cents a person with- 
out great liberality. All of these toll exacters 
work for theater concesgsionaires and depend. upon 
extra fees for their Hving, The annoyance and 
expense serve to keep many play-loving persons

Odeon to Be the Scene of This 
Week’s Melodic Event of 
the Season.

The 1500 music puptis of the four high 


schools and. the 2%. grammar schools 


which take part in the festival of or- 
chestral and choral music at the Odeon, 
March 23, 24 and 2, have finished their 
“without orchestra’ rehearsals. This 
jweek will be devoted to rehearsals at 
the Odeon with Symphony orchestra. 
The choruses have been selected from 
the 6000 music pupils of the public 
schools and divided into three *choruses 
of 500 each. Pupils from four high 
schools and thé 2% grammar schools, lo- 
cated nearest the Odeon, will take part. 

On the opening night the music pupils 
from Soldan and Yeatman high schools 
will sing selections from famous operas. 
On March 2%, the grammar school. pu- 
pils will comprise the chorus and on the 
last night McKinley and Central -high 
school pupils will make up the 500 voices. 


Concerts at Popular Prices. 
The festival will be under the aus- 


pices of the St. Louls Symphony Society 
and each concert will be at popular 
prices. The primary object of the festi- 
val is to demonstrate the effectiveness 
of a symphony orchestra for the training 
of public school children in- high-class 
compositions, 

St. Louis, according to E. lL. Coburn, 
Chief Supervisor of Music in the Pub- 
lic Schools, was. one of the first cities 
in the United States to include music 
lessons in the regular public school 
courses. Many other cities have adopted 
the St. Louls plan, but few of them 
have attempted to teach the pupils other 
than the popular compositions. Within 
the last four or five years, the pupils of 
this city have beenwgiven selections from 
the famous operas and have mastered 


them. 


One of the best” evidences of this 
will be the three concerts ‘when the

The announcement of the 23 per 
cent increase in the manufacttires of 
St. Louis in the last five years, the 
most appreciable in the history. of 
the city, as shown by the United 
States Government census, Hag re- 
newed activities in realty in the cém- 
mercial quarters of the city: The 


rate of increase was not a surprise 


to realty circles. 

The gain, according to James H. 
Maguire, president of the John Ma- 
guire Real Esitae Co., would have been 
much larger except for the discrim- 
ination against St. Louis as to freight 
rates. St. Louis, he predicted, would 
make the greatest growth of its his- 
tory if the arbitrary were broken, the 
central location of the city making 
it, he declared, essentially a disturb- 
ing point. 

Hope to Escape Arbitrary. 

With Frank H. Gerhart as their 
leader, realty circles. believe. that 
thelr efforts to tear down the Chi- 
nese wall-built around the city by 
the Terminal Railway Association soon 
will be crowned with success.

“This certainly would. be the more humane and 
regular course. Now, according to the report of 
our Conciliatcry Committee, it is known that 
the police are instructed by the Home Secretary 
to refrain as far as possible from making arrests. 

“If the policeman’s conduct were exemplary, 
the order would be deplorable. It is perfectly 
plain the object is to deprive us of a fair trial and 
official record of our actions. 

“As it is, one is subjected, before arrest to every 
manner of insult, being defenseless in crow 
permeated ‘by plain-clothes detectives, who do n 
stop at brutality nor at indecenoy. 

“The use of plain-clothes men is something I 
can’t understand... No doubt, they may be neces- 
sary when stealthy crimes have to be frustrated. 
But there can be no adequate motive for their 
employment against women whose conduct, how- 
ever reprehensible from the standpoint of the po- 
lice, is frank, courageous, honorable and public 
from beginning to end. 

“In this report I have in my hand 29 cases of 
complaint are for more or less aggravated cas¢s 
of indecency.

Two St. Loulsans, who deeply love 
feathered folk, are showing daily how 
much can be done by kindness and af- 
fection in teaching them remarkable 
tricks and in increasing their happiness. 
Ones. of them is Mrs. M. A. Fletcher 
of #3 North Sarah street, who has 
taught a canary, known as an English 
Norwich, to play hide and seek, ‘play 
dead,” kiss her and beg for its daily 
bath. ; 

The other is Charles L. Rand, whose 
office on the éleventh floor of the 
Wright Building, in the heart of the 
business district, contains 50 birds of 
many varieties, all of which he has res- 
cued from suffering and hunger, and to 
some of 'which he has taught tricks. 
He and Mrs. Fletcher are humanitar- 
janes, and believe children should be 
taught to love and protect birds. 

Has a Star Performer. 

Mrs. Fletcher's star performer is Dick, 
an unusually large canary, which she 
bought two years ago, when he was a 
fledgling, in Springfield, 111. 

When Mrs. Fletcher brought Dick 


him and playing with him, she aroused 
anger and grief in the bosom of Nellie, 
a bird which had occupied nearly all‘her 
attention theretofore. Nellie died soon 
afterward, and Mrs. Fietcher is firm in

He.

And when he 
doesn’t get his daily bath, Mrs. Fletcher 
says, he sulks about the place, and hides 
in corners, and begs with’ humiliated 
chirps for attention. 

Pretends to Sleep. ‘ 

Dick {s as much at home in Mrs. 
Fietchers’ hand as in his cage; the door 
of which {s seldom closed. In the preés- 
ence of a Post-Dispatch reporter she 
showed how, when shé stroked his breast 
feathers and told him to go to sleep, 
he would pretend profound slumber, 
with his head under a wing. 

At another command Dick rolled 


as if he were Cock Robin after the 
encounter with the sparrow’s arrow. 

Dick pulled a thread mischievously 
out of Mrs. Fletcher's needle, kissed 
her with his bil: when she asked 
him, and pecked angrily at her when 
she said, assuming a stern tone, that 
che was going to get another pet. 

, Like an Alarm Clock. 

He is a serviceable alarm clock, 
Mrs. Fletcher says. She declares 
that when he is at home he wakes 
her every morning by pecking at her 
face, At present she is lending him 
to Mrs. B. A. Gassette, who is in the 
Masonic Home of Missouri, and who 
ig so much attached to Dick that he 
is a great comfort in her loneliness. 

Rand’s interest does not ‘center in 
a single bird, although he is not a 
bird collector. His sympathy for the 
helpless creatures prompts his at- 
tention to them. When they regain 
their strength, he turns them loose 
to join their companions in the sunlit 
lelds. 
lon a rose-breasted grosbeak, is the 
prettiest of the birds in Rand's offices. 
He perches on his head and shoulders 
and about his desk when Rand is at 
work. Bill was the homeliest bird 
imaginable when Rand took him in 
charge last spring. On a trip in Iowa 
he saw a farmer chasing the homeless 
bird, which he mistook for a bulifinch. 
It was exhausted and had lost ite way. 
Its feathers were bedraggled and: most 
of them were lost. When it blossomed 
out in its new feathers it became a 


handsome bird. 

? Resoued a Canary. 

‘Four years ago the bird collection 
was started. Rand, who lives at 6176 
Maple avenue, was waiting for a car 
on Page avenue. He saw & canary 
hopping helplessly about the street with 
several sparrows. The canary was 
weak and apparently was pleading with 
the sparrows not to harm it. Rand 
calight the canary and carried it to his 
office. It was made comfortable, and 
became the nucleus of 25 canaries now 
eared for by him. 

The smallest bird in the céllection is 
& Nashville warbler. It is @ northern 
bird of a species that migrates to the 
South each fall. In October it was 
found almest famished in a vacant of- 
fioe of the Wright building. ’ 

Rand believes that the bird became 
separated from its companions as it 
flew southward, and flew exhausted into 
the window before the office was locked 
up. It now is one of the pets of its 
benefactor. Rand expects to turn it 
loose in a park in Juné, so that it may 
join a flogk of its species during the 
migration period to the North.

Rand ig assisted in his care of the 
birds by Miss Aube Espenschied. 
She keeps the pans well filled with 
water and feeds the pets. Rand is a 
dealer in advertising signs and nov- 
elties, and the young woman: assists 
him in the office work. 

Rand receives a consignment of 
2000 meal worms twice a week from 
New York to feed the birds. . He also 
gives them a diet of hard-boiled eggs, 
bread, mixed seeds, greenstuff and 
chickweed, gathered occasionally in 
the parks.

TELLS JOKE ON HIMSELF 





Successful Reclamation of Low- 
lands on His Farm at Cadinen 
Cited as Example. 





Special Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

BERLIN, March 7.—The Kaiser is also 
a farmer. He revealed himself as such 
at the Congress of the Prussian Agri- 
cultural Council, where he told, with 
the zest of a natural-born agricultur- 
igt, of reclamation of waste land at 
his farm at Cadinen. He also launched 
a number of farm jokes, at which his 
subjects dutifully laughed long-and loud. 

Prof. Tacke had been lecturing on the 
utility of the moors. The chairman 
announced that the Emperor wished to 
say a few words to the company. He 
told of conditions that existed when he 
acquired the estate and described the 
reclamation steps that were taken. He 
said in part: 

Water Pumped From Lo “ih 

“To begin with, we erected dike 
three kilometer§ long to prevent the 
flooding of the ar@&. Then, as the low 
level of the land excluded natural drain- 
age, we put up a pumping station. The 
pumps were driven by an electric mo- 
tor. The cables for this motor were so 
laid that they passed over flelds belong- 
ing to the estate and supplied a connec- 
tion for electrical threshing. 

“The pumping station was ready in 
October, and in the following summer 
the entire marshy area had already been 
laid dry, so. that one could drive over 
it in a motor car. The most peaty 
patches were laid with sand and arti- 
ficial manure was also called in. The 
entire cost of the work amounted to 
$17,500. The results of the improvement 
were in every respect satisfactory. The 
yield of the improved area amounted 
last year to $3000. 

Victim of a Fake Show. 

“In order to ingrease the milk produc- 
tion at Cadinen, I applied to Hagen- 
beck. He advised me to make attempts 
at crossing with Indian zebu bull (bos 
zebu indicus major). The term ‘major’ 
does not give this animal the right to 
admission to the species of staff of- 
ficers. (Loud laughter.) What came 
from the crossing experiments I can 
show you here in a picture.

(Loud 
laughter.) I paid my fee in order to see 
what had come of that. Inside the show 
T found a man who stood before me in 
the deepest grief and said: ‘Herr Lieu- 
it is terrible! The child is dead. 
But the parents are still alive.’ (Roars 
of laughter.) 

“T now asked to see the parents. 
Thereupon the man showed me a huge 
tub, end said, ‘Sometimes the beasts are 
outside, and then you can see them, and 
sometimes they are inside, and then you 
can't see them.’ (Loud and prolonged 
laughter). But In Caginen that was not 
the case. There something actual has 
been achieved, and it is to be, hoped 
that In the next few months still more 
will come. (Laughter.)

Paul M. Doewling, president of the

This was refused, they 
said, even after residents there agreed 
to get the franchise and contribute part 
of the money necessary to build the ex- 
tension. 

The present northern Broadway termi- 
nus is at Gast’s Garden, three-fourths ef 
@® mile south of the city limits. 

“The Board of Public Improvements 
considered that district important 
enough to pave Broadway two blocks 
farther north than the terminus of the 
Broadway line,” Dowling said. “Canaan 
avenue has been paved with bricks three 
blocks north of the terminus. A 2-room 
public school was erected north of the 
Perfume terminus, Everybody except the United 
Counter. Railways Co. believes that the territory 

is entitled to tmprovements.”’

To Train Scout Masters, 

There will be a meeting at the Y. 
M. C. A. lecture hall, Grané and 
Franklin avenue, at 8 p. m., March 21, 
to organize a school for the training 
of scout masters. A five weeks’ course 
of instruction has been outlined, and 
boys wishing to join the scouts will 
be required to take it. 

The purpose of the boy scouts or- 
ganization is character bullding for 
boys between the ages of 123 and 138. 
It is an effort to get boys to appre- 
ciate things about them, and to train 
them in self-reliance, manhood and 
good citizenship. The boys are en- 
couraged to live out of doors as 
much ag possible, to camp,‘and learn 
the secret of the woods and fields. 
It is not a military organization, but 
the miflitary virtues: of obedience, 
neatness and order are encouraged. 

The boy scouts are required to take 
an oath, as follows, before joining 
the order: 

On my honor I promise that I 
will do my best: 

1, To do my duty to God and my 
county. 

3. To help other people at all 
times. 

8. To obey the scout law. 

There are nine provisions in the 
scout law as follows: 

A scout’s honor is to be trust- 
ed; a scout is layal to his coun- 
try, to his parents and to his 
superiors; a scout’s duty is to be 
useful and to help others; a scout 
is a friend to all, and brother to 
every other scout, no matter to 
what social class the other be- 
longs. 

A scout is courteous; a scout is 
a friend to animals; a scout obeys 
orders of his parents, patrol lead- 
er or scout master. A scout smiles 
and whistles under all circum- 
stances; a scout is thrifty. 

Many St. Louis boys are already 
interested in the movement, and the 
committee expects the organization to 
grow to big proportions in St. Louls

With: a mother’s instinct, Mrs. Hall 
ran from the shop. A block north she 
saw & crowd gathered about a street 
car. 

Child Killed Instantly. 

Neighbors led her to her home and 
tried to soothe her, while employes 
of the McKinley line were using a 
jack to lift the car so that her 
daughter’s body could be removed. 

Physicians said that Florence’s 
skull was crushed by the forward 
wheels of the truck and death was 
instantaneous. 

Mrs. Hall lost her position as a 
restaurant cook Friday night. In her 
Salary envelope she found a note 
which said that her service no longer 
would be required. Then she went 
out to try to get a new position to 
support herself gnd little one, 

Until two months ago, when, she 
says, her husband deserted her, she 
had never faced the necessity of look- 
ing for employment. 

Ran to Meet Mother. 

Before leaving her home in search 
of work at 8 a. m. yesterday, she 
dressed Florence in her best frock 
and took her downstairs to Mrs. Wil- 
liam Walsh, who had volunteered to 
care for the ehild while the mether 
was looking for. work.

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 18.—“Pray- 
ing’’ Andy Toth, a life corvict at the 
Western Penitentiary, who has served 
2m years for a murder he didn’t even see 
committed, was released at noon today 
on a pardon and was greeted enthusi- 
astically by a thousand men from the 
Carnegie mills, where he worked years 
ago. 

‘T never saw the man I am supposed 
to have killed,”’ said Toth, who wept 
during mest of his ride downtown. “I 
do not expect any money from the 
State,”” he said. 

“The State could not help it. I was 
convicted. If anyone should give me 


money, it should be the county. It was 
their fault. Mr. Carnegie might give 
me some. I worked the best years ef 
my life in his mill, and it was in his 





mill that the murder was committed. 
His chief clerk saw me led away a 
prisoner and made no effort to investi-'| 
gate among the mill man to see if r| 
was guilty. If I could see Mr. Carnegie, 
I would ask him for a little farm where, 
I could go with my wife and end my 
days.” 

Rosary Preserved His Sanity. 

Teth fondled his rosary beads ag he 
talked. “‘These kept me from going in- 
sane,’’ he said. ‘‘I prayed every day to 
God and to the Blessed Virgin that she 
would intercede with her Son that the 
truth would some day become known.” 

Andy Toth’s sense of humor sent 
him to the penitentiary. In 18891 a 
fosyeign laborer was murdered by a 
fellow workingman at the Hdgar 
Thomson Steel Works, by being struck 
down from behind with a crowbar. 

Toth could hardly understand BPn- 
giish then, though since hia im- 
prisonment he has become a fluent 
master of the language. Toth and five 
fellow workingmen, who had been ar- 
rested on suspicion, were lined up in 
the coroner’s dock, and a crowd of 
Austrians and Hungarians were sum- 
moned to identify the guilty man. 

An Austrian laborer wuo took part 
in the identification has explained how 
Toth happened to be singled from the 
six suspects. The Austrian returned 
to his native country last year, dnd, 
in a confession made before the 
authorities there last December, said 
that‘while he was standing amongst 
the others who had been summoned 
to view the suspects, he stumbled and 
fell over a cuspidor in the courtroom. 
Andy Toth laughed. The Austrian, in 
revenge, pointed him out as the 
guilty man. Andy was not even 
identified by his right name, but was 
pointed out as “Steve Toth,” which 
was the name of a foreigner who had 
disappeared from the mill a short 
time after the killing, and who was 
no relation to Andy Toth. 

Others Identified Him, 

The other foreigners, following 
sheep-like in the lead of the Austrian 
all pointed to Toth. His case was 
“railroaded” through the courts. He 
was “only a Hunktie,” and his sons 
were tod young to be of assistance 
and he knew few people in this coun- 
try. For years after he was taken to 
the penitentiary he insisted that his 
name was not Steve, but Andy Toth, 
but no one would listen te him, 

The confession, made in the interior 
town in Austria, only reached Gov. 
Tener last month, and he at once or- 
dered an investigation. It developed 
that Toth bad left the mill an hour 
before the murder was committed. The 
pardon followed immediately and the 
papers reached here last night.

Former President Presses 
Button Which Causes the 
Great Gates, Built by Five 
Years Work, to Fly Back 
and Flood Former Town 
Named for Him. 


By Associated Press. 

ROOSEVELT, Ariz., March 18.—Stand- 
ing on top of the great storage dam 
which bears his name, Col. Theedore 
Roosevelt at 5:48 p. m. today pressed an 
electric button which set in metion a 
mass of grinding machinery, which in 
turn raised three ef six massive iron 
gates weighing 8 tons each. By this act 
he officially opened the Roosevelt stor- 


age dam, a part of the Salt wet Ye irriga- 
tion project. 

The motors which raise the leatén had 
hardly begun to turn before three rag- 
ing torrents of water came rushing 
through the three openings at different 
levels and ran madly down the valley: 
There, after racing fully 6 miles, the 
water will be used in the irrigation of 
250,000 acres of land by means of a 4i- 
‘version dam. 

The dam has been about five years in 
building. The foundation was surveyed 
May 13, 1904. The first stone was laid 
Sept. 20, 1906, and the last stone was 
placed in position in the parapet walls 
Feb. 6 last. It is declared to be the 
largest storage dam of its kind in the 
United States, and, with one exception, 
the largest {n the world. It is exceeded 
in size only by the Assouan dam, en the 
River Nile. 

20-Foot Road on Top. 

The structure is of sandstone and 
cement, and rises 284 feet above the 
river. It is 1080 feet long on top and 
170 feet thick at itg base. An acre 
of ground is covered by the founda- 
tion alone. Running along the top, 
which is the length of about two 
city blocks, is a roadway 20 feet 
wide. 

The dam forms a reservoir 25 miles 
long and more than 200 feet deep. 
Its capacity is approximately 66,628,- 
000,000 cubic feet, or, according to the 
officers of’ the Redlamation Service, 
enough water to submerge the State 
of Delaware in water one foot deep. 

The valley, it is believed, will be- 
come one of the richest agricultural 
regions in the world. Crops can be 
raised 12 months in the year. Land that

Town Is Inundated. 

The six gates which ‘control the 

outlet of the waters of the dam meas- 
ure each 4 feet 9 inches wide by 10 
pfeet high. 
The original town of Roosevelt, 
which was built by the first workers 
on the dam, now Hes under 220 feet 
of water. Its successor has been 
bullt higher on ¢he mountain slope. 

The Government bullt a road, which 
was necessary before work on the dam 
could be begun.

“Oroszco had torn up the tracks about 
two miles from the town and when the 
train was derailed, the Federal troops 
got out and made a detour around the 
town, two miles away, and the insur- 
sents had to fire at them from that 
distance, 

“The fire was returned by the Fed- 
erals, but they did not seem to be com- 
ing anywhere near us till all of a sud- 
den they opened fire on us with a 
couple of rapfd-fire field guns. The bul- 
lets started to whiz all around us and 
one hit a rock about _a foot from Tay- 
lor’s head. We made a cross-country 
run for our automobile. 

*‘We made the trip from San Angelo 


to run his horses in the races at Juarez, 
which is just across the river from.

We met one Mexi- 
can who was running a road ‘house 
about eight miles from El Paso, ana 
he told us he was continually sending 
food across the river to the insufrectos. 
and that the sentinels did not molest 
the messengers who took it over. 

“The tnsurrectos are very merciful to 
all prisoners they capture, while the 
Federals have the reputation of being 
just the opposite. We met I. J. Bush, 
surgeon-general of the insurrectos, the 
day after the battle’ of Bauche, and he 
told us that while the battle was in 
progress he sighted a Red Cross train 
coming from Juarez, and, going on top 
of a hill, he attempted to signal them 
to come on, and waved his Red Cross 
flag. This brought forth volley after 
volley of shots from the Federals ac 
that he was forced to make a speedy 
retreat.” 

“Part of the policy of the Federal au- 
tohrit.es is shown in the way they 
make up their trains. First after the 
engine come a couple of car loads of 
women, then six or eight cars of horses, 
next a couple or three cars of regular 
troops, and last the car which the of- 
ficers eccupy.

Moffat, banker and railroad man, of 
Denver, Colv., died here today. Yes- 
terday he was up and around his 
apartments in the Hotel Belmont, in 
unusually good spirits, after an at- 
tack of grippe. But shortly after 8 
o’clock today he had a chill and re- 
turned to bed. He died soon there- 


after. He was 72 years old. 
Several Years ago Moffat had &@ 
severe attack of pneumonia, which 
weakened his lungs. Two months ago 
he came here on business and four 
days ago caught a heavy cold, which 
the doctors diagnosed as grip. 
Pneumonia Symptoms. . 
Symptoms of pneumonia developed, 
but the superficial indications after 
death were that only a small part of 
one lung had been congested. Death 
was due directly to a weak heart, se- 
verely taxed once before, which suc- 
cumbed to what would not otherwise 
have been a dangerous strain. 
Although Moffat kept to his rooms 
from the time he was taken ill, he 
was not confined to his bed, but spent 
part of his time lying down and part 
in an easy chair, with a few trips 
from room to room. 
Associate Not Alarmed. 
His business associate, William G. 
Evans, president of the Denver Tram- 
way Co., one of the Moffat properties, 
and vice-president of the ‘Denver, 
Northwestern & Pacific Railroad, of 
which Moffat was president, was not 
alarmed for him.

Bast St. Louig is woing to have a 
U4 and water front after April 4 if 
Prank C. Smith and the other candi- 
Gates on the Peeple’s Improvement 
party ticket are elected, according to 
Campeign promises thet are being 
vehemently made by Smith and his 
associates. 

The foremost plank in the plat- 
form of the Improvemnt party is a 
pledge to put East St. Louis back on 
the Mississippi River, from which it 
has been crowded by the Wiggins 
Ferry Co. The second is a declara- 
tion that the laws will be enforced. 

The Wiggins Ferry Co, claims own- 
ership to a strip aleng the river 
from ene end of Hast St Louis to 
the other. Smith contends that the 


river front belongs to the city. He 


hag been contending that for the past 
two years, and has been the leader 
in a movement promoted by the Bast 
St. Loulg Commercial Club for the re- 
covery of the water front, but neither 
he nor the Commercial Club has been 
able to get the Cook administration 
to do anything about it 


Smith Gets Action. 
He has been to Washington and to 


Springfield about it and his efforts 
resulted in a report from a committee 
of the Illinois Legislature recom- 
mending that legislative action be 
taken and an appropriation be made 
fer carrying on a fight. Smith's re- 
‘port to the Commercial Club was em- 


bodied in thie report. é' \

Will Clamp on Litd. 
Under the head ef law enforcement 


the Smith party premise to close the 
gambling joints, winerooms and dives. 
No -saloon would be permitted within 300 
feet of any school or church, nor in 
residence districts unless a majority of 
the residents and property owners con- 
sent. The number of saloons is to be 
decreased and the cost of a saloon li- 
cense inoreased. 

He promises to enforce the Sunday 


Jaw. Under the Cook regime they have 


been permitted to keep the: back doors 
open on Sunday. 

The party also has ether most am- 
bitious plans which they think would 
make the city a veritable ‘spotless 
town.’

give the people a square deal. 

The promise is made that the best 
men will be appointed to office regard- 
less of politics, and to “clean up Bast 
St. Louls and for two years give the city 
the best administration it has ever had.”’ 

' Party Platform Matled. 

Twelve thousand copies of the plat- 
form of the party have been mailed 
to the East St. Louis voters. An 
executive committee of 200 are giving 
their time to the campaign without 
compensation, meetings are being 
held every night and 25 men have 
volunteered in each of the wards for 
work on election day. 

Three thousand signatures were 
obtained. to the Smith party petition, 
although only 250 were needed. The 
candidates for aldermen are business 
men who have never before run for 
office. The are: First Ward, R. A. 
Cooke; Second, J. ‘S; Manning; Third, 
BE. BH. Strothers; Fourth, Harry Huft- 
man; Fifth, Oscar F. Kresse Jr.; Sixth, 
Arthur. Workman; Seventh, P. M. Mo- 
Nitt; Eighth, John Danner. 

Two questions are being put up to 
the voters by the Smith party. One is: 

“Do you know that while God Al- 
mighty made the great father of 
waters to be used by His children, 
the Wiggins Ferry Monopoly says you 
can’t uge it?’ 

The other is: “Do you know that 
the Mayor is required to take an oath 
to see that the laws are enforced?’

There are five other candidates for 
mayor. 
est. He heads the Greater East St. 
Louls party. 

Concerning the water front and law 
enforcement questions Joyce says: “I 


am not making many promises as to 
what I will do if I am elected. I do 


not want to enter upon my duties 
with my hands tied. But I will insist 
that my administration will be such 
as to develop East St. Louls and make 
for genefal improvement of condi- 
tions. I will undertake a campaign 
to clean up the city both physically 
‘and morally, and the last pot by dras- 
tic but by reasonable methods. 

‘T shall endeavor to have the matter 
of the ownership of the East St. Louis 
river front, which has been discussed 
in speeches in the Commercial Club for a 
year and a half without any definite 
action, brought into the courts as soon 
as possible so that both sides may know 
who owns the land. If East St. Louis 
owns it she should have it witheut com- 
pensation. If the Wiggins Ferry Co. 
has a lawful title it should have undis- 
puted possession of the river front. But 








‘the courts, and not speeches can de- 


Even if the Wiggins 
cwna the river front the law prevides 


‘for a way of the city getting ferry 
‘landings on the property.”

JEFFERSON CITY, March 18—The 
Missouri potato crop of 1910 was the 





‘largest and most valuable the State has 


produced in six years, amounting to 1.- 
912,000 bushels and was worth, whelesale, 
on Dec. 1 ef that. year, $6,830,000. The 
next best year was in 194, when the 
production amounted to 8,182,752 bushels, 
but the value was far less because of a 
prolific crop all over the country, enly 
being $8,837,721. 

“There is no reason why the annual 
yleld of potatees of Misseuri should not 
be three and four times as great as it 
is,” declares the advance information 
of the 1911 Red Beok of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, which was given pub- 
licity today by Labor Commissioner J. C. 
A. Hiller. 

“The present yearly preduction, as 
large as it seems to be—in figures—is 
not sufficient to supply the fali, winter 
and spring demands of St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, St. Joseph, Springfield, Joplin, 
Sedalia and other cities and towns, but 
with all this shertage Missouri potatoes, 
as quickly as they have ripened enough 
for the market, are rushed in carioad 
lots eut ef the State, some going South 
into the territories that supply our in- 
habitants with early tubers and some 
to Northern points, from which we later 
on draw a@ supply.” 

Missouri’s Potate Center. 

Potatoes are grown with more or 
leas success in every one of Missouri's 
114 counties, but thig does not mean 
that all have a surplus to ship. In 
fact, only a few counties really pro- 
duce enough to satisfy their own 
wants, especially counties with flour- 
ishing manufacturing communities. 
While the Orrick district of Ray 
County, located a few miles east of 
Kansas City, north of the Missouri 
River, is the center of the potato in- 
dustry of this State, producing more 
bushels per acre than any other sec- 
tion, yet the truck farmers of 8t. 
Louis County, who number many hun- 
dred, generally annually. place the 
largest amount on:the market, which 
happens to be the city of St. Louis. 

This county, like Jackson, Jasper, 
Greene and Pettis counties, which are 
also large producers, ship out very 
little by railroads, their potate grow- 
ers hauling all they raise in wagons to 
the cities and towns which are so 
close at hand and which pay well for 
all they can get. 3 

The Yield of Seven Years. 

The yield of potatoes by years, for 
Missouri, since 1904, the wholesale 
value per bushel on Dec. 1 of each 
year and the total value ef each 
year’s crop, will be found in the fol- 
lowing table, prepared for the Red 
Book by Supervisor of Statistics A.

Capt. Hodges, Father of Mill 
Tax, Figures Company’s 
Obligations. 


PAYMENTS ARE GROWING 


Satisfactory Transfers Could Be 
Required Under Present 
Ordinances.

Calculations made for the Post- 
Dispatch by Capt. William R. Hodges, 
City Auditor, and official father of 
the mill tax Ordinance, show that the 
compromise with the United Railways 
Co., advocated by Councilmen Schutz 
and Schneiderhahn, would cost the 
city $20,000,000 between now and 1948. 
Capt. Hodges was chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee and of 
the Railroads Committee of the Coun- 
cil in 1908 when the ordinance for the 
imposition of the mill tax was drawn. 
He worked on the measure for several 
months, and has since followed the 
litigation arising from the city’s at- 
tempt to collect the $1,700,000, more or 
less, which the United Railways Oo. 
owes. 

At the request of a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, Capt. Hodges prepared yes- 
terday from official records in his 
office and the City Register’s depart- 
ment an estimate of the amount of 
money which the city shéuld receive 
from the tax of one mill on each 
revenue passenger and from franchise 
payments in the course of the next 
87 years, 

“Granting the same ratio of in- 
crease in traffic and income as 18 
shown by the reports of the company 
in the last 10 years—that is, about & 
per cent a year—the city would re- 
ceive under existing ordinances $33,- 
$28,216, and under the compromise 
ordinance $12,977,296.57. That means 
a difference to the city of about $20,- 
000,000 on the wrong side of the 
ledger,” Capt. Hodges satd. — a 


Income Is Increasing, 
“The fact is that the income for the 


city will increase enormougly in a 
few years under ordinances now oper- 
ative. To illustrate: The Lindell 
system, which last year paid a flat 
sum of $32,000, will, from Jan. 1, 1914, 
until 1924, pay into the city treasury 
3 per cent on its gross receipts. As 
this system produces about 80 per 
cent of the company’s income, its 
payments will grow to over $100,000 
a year in 1914. From 1924 to 1933 
inclusive it will pay 81% per cent and 
after that until 1942 4 per cent on its 
gross receipts. e 

“The Cass avenue and Fair Grounds 
road from 1910 until 1920 is obliged 
to pay 8 per cent of its gross earn- 
ings; from 1920 to 1931 8% per cent, 
and from 1931 to the expiration of 
the franchise 4 per cent. All these 
payments would be remitted if the 
proposed compromise is adopted. 

“So far as I am able to see, abso- 
lutely nothing in the way of mofe lib- 
eral transfers is to be gained from 
the proposed compromise. In_ the 
Central Traction ordinance (19,852) is 
the provision that ‘transfers shall be 
given so as to transport passengers 
by a continuous trip from any point 
on the system to any other point’ on 
the system,’ 

“Language could not be plainer. 
There are no limitations-as to hours 
during which guch transfers are fs- 


rection. The fact is that the United 
Railways Co. hag made its own rules, 
ignoring the law, and no attempt has 
been made to compel the company to 
comply with the provisions of exist- 
ing ordinances. 

New Idea of Supervision. 

“To create a board of supervision 
to enforce ordinances against the 
United Railways and allow the com- 
pany to name one member, the city 
one and those two the third, would, 
in my opinion, be like. the United 
States Government choosing one 
member of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the railroads to select 
one and these two another. If cor- 
porations to be regulated are to have 
a hand in their own regulation, this 
would be the proper thing to do.” 
Capt. Hodges told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that St. Louis has not so 
great a mileage of street railway 
lines in proportion to population as 
other large cities have. 


as reliable authority that St. Louls 
has less than half the street car 
trackage in relation to the number of 
its people that other large cities 
have. The general average is one 
mile to each 10,000 inhabitants. St.

WARNS FRANCE'S 
GIRLS AGAINS! 
IMITATING OURS 


Paris Ecclestastic Speaks in Pub- 
lic Halls on ‘‘American 
Invasion.” 


of the American girl spoiled the tradi- 
tional good manners of the girls of 
France?” 

This question, raised by Monsignor 
Bolo, a distinguished ecclesiastic, is 
raising a stir in Paris. 

In an address the churchman attempts 
to show that the modern young woman 
of France has fallen into unpleasant 
errors through her efforts to imigate 
what he calls the “boldness and free- 
dom of her sisters across the water.” 
The Monsignor’s views anent the Amer- 
ican girl are likely, it is said, to be 
strictly heeded by the Roman Catholic 
Society in Paris, which Includes nearly 
all the fashienable representatives of 
French life. 

“I deliver my views on this subject in 
a public hall,’’ Mgr. Bolo told the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent last night at 
Salle Gaveau, after his lecture. ‘I con- 
sider the subject out of place in a pul- 
pit, where the preacher should be oc- 
cupled only with reflections on eternal 
questions as distinct from tepics of the 
day. 

“The innocent girls of the past have 
all disappeared. No more do we find 
young women in our households who 
are content to sew with their moth- 
ers, embroider slippers for their 
fathers. Gone are the young women 
of France who sang only pure songs 
and who read only pure books. In 
their places we now find, too often, 
girls about to marry who have noth- 
ing to learn. They have already 
found out, I regret to say, almost all 
that life has to teach them. Men, ! 
should think, must fear to marry such 
young women. 

“But it is net ef such extremes I 
wish to speak in my addresses. [fn- 
stead, I will rather deal with the 
average young woman, who has been 
demoralized by this new vogue of flir- 
tation. This very word ‘flirt’ is 
coined from another language.” 
Mgr. Bolo plainly tmtimated in his 
lecture that what he characterized 
as the “freedom of the American giri 
in her association with young men,” 
is responsible for the change in the 
manners of the French girls, 

It is said that in his next address 
he will give even more explicit direo- 
tions as te conduct proper for the 
Catholic young women of Paris.

Gov. Hadley may counter on this 
move by the Democrats by applying 
his blue pencil to appropriations 
which Democrats want to go through, 
if he is so disposed. While the Gov- 
ernor has made no threat, it is known 


that he strongly resents the action 
of the Senate, and he may take steps 
to protect Tolerton, whom he de- 
fends.

The provisions in the bill , the 


appropriation of $72,000 to restore tbe 


occupancy by State officers until the 
new capitol is built, if the voters ap- 
prove the proposed bond issue, was

Texas Statesman Says 


We Should Destroy| 
Evils Under System 


Rather Than System.

DPNATOR 
S BAILEY has en his side of it, 
. in the interview that follows. His 


friénds, enemies and the disinterested 
gallery spectators agree that the Texas 
Senater is the most brilliant, most elo- 
‘quent, and most able advocate in Con- 
gress. Yet no man in public life has 
been, or is being, hammered harder. 

Senator Bailey has been attacked as 
a “protection” Democrat, a corporation 
ehainpion and a “‘reactionary’’ opponent 
of reforme generally. He is roundly 
abused as a “conservative.’’ Senators 
Stone of Missouri and Owen of Okla- 
homa are now trying to organize Demo- 
cratic senators in an anti-Bailey group. 
They call themselves ‘“‘progressive Dem- 
ccrats” and say they propose to drive 
the “black sheep’ Democrats to flock 
with the “stand-pat”’ Republicans. 

In his interview. with the Post-Dis- 
patch the Texas Senator discusses free- 
lv all the phases of this opposition to 
him, the present-day tendencies of poli- 
tics, and he gives the publie frankly his 
views on the tariff and other pending 
problems. . 

“The people ot the Unitea States 
teday are divided inte three distinct 
zroupa of politica! thought,” Senator 
Ralley says. 

“One group in entirely natinfied with 
existing conditions and »& ly de- 
fends the cn whieh-hinve brought 
there conditions about. That group, 
ef course, represents the ‘‘stand-pat’ 
Repablicans. ' 

“The second group is thoroughly 
dissatisfied with existing conditions, 
and sincerely believes that they can 
be remedied by returning to the prin- 


_elptes uporm which this Government 


was administered in other days. That 
group représents the Democratic 


e third group t dissatisfied 
with existing conditions, but imbued 
with an inherent and traditional hos- 
tility against the Democratic party. 
It tefuses to join us in an ‘effort to 
correct admitted evils, and preclaims 
a new nationalism which includes 
under one designation all of the 
changes which they are seeking to 
fifroduce into our Governmeftt. That 
group represents the ‘Insurgents’ in 
both parties, and though they are 
now divided by party lines, they will 
inevitably unite in a third party, if 
they cannot control one or the other 
of the old parties.” 
“DEMOCRAT OF THE OLD SCHOOL,” 
ENATOR BAILEY describes him- 
S self as “a Democrat of the old 
school,” and declares allegiance 
to the “gecond group, ” otherwise “the 
Democratic party.” 

“Senator Bailey, public attention has 
recently been directed to the initiative, 
referendum and recall by the contest 
over the Arizona constitution,” I said. 
“What is your objection to those meas- 
ures?”’ 

“Wwe now have the referendum in 
all of our states with respect to con- 
stitutional amendments, ané ‘t is wise 
that such should be the case,” he 
replied, “because as a constitution is 
intended to secure the fundamental 
rights of the citizen and to limit the 
powers of the legislature, it ought 
néver to be amended except by the 
people themselves. 

“We i also have in practically all 
the states a limited initiative and 
referendum upon local and peculiar 
questions, and we might even ex- 
tend that further without transgres- 
sing the limits of safety. These, how- 
ever, have been regarded ag proper 
exceptions, and as such have not 
threatened to alter the structure or 
th. stability of our Government. Hut 
the proposition now is to establish 
the initiative and referendum as the 
rule, which means that we must 
abandon the principle of representa- 
tive government and substitute 4i- 
rect legislation by the people. 

PESTROY EVIL, NOT SYSTEM. 
say HE strange part of this propa- 

Ganda is that it has found its 

% widest acceptance at a time 
when there is less excuse for an at- 
eb to change the character of this 
vérnment than ever before in our 
history; for there never hag been a 
day since this republic was founded 
when the people controlled the nomi- 
pation and election of their repre- 
sentatives as absolutely as they do 
teday, or when the representatives 
of the people more truly and con- 
pcientiously reflected the will of their

RECALL OF JUDGES MENACE. 
T is the proposal to recall judges 
| that really_seems to rouse Bailey 
most. On that he talked emphat- 

ically, He said: 

“But while the initiative and ref- 
erendum looks only to the substitu- 


tion of the people for their represent- 
atives in legislation, the recall goes 


‘further, and when applied to the ju- 


diciary must finally result in abro- 
gating the Constitution itself. It is 
abhorrent to those who believe in an 
orderly government to see a crowd 
whe have given no attention to the 
testimony, and who do not pretend to 
know the law, surrounding a judge, 
and demanding that he shall decide 
a ense according to their prejudices 
instead of according to his judgment, 
“Of course, the right kind of a 
judge would not be overawed by such 
a circumstance; but the right kind of 
aman would decline a judgeship 
under a law which permitted the 
mob, whenever dissatisfied with his 
decisions, to drag him in disgrace 
from the bench and we would sooner 
or later reach a point where no man 
would accept that office until he had 
made up his mind that he would not 
offend the multitude, 

“Under such a system if the judges 
of our highest court should hold a 
law passed under the initiative to be 
unconstitutional, the people would 
promptly recall those judges and elect 
men to take their places who had 
pledged themselves in advance to 
decide the law constitutional.

“Senator Bailey, it has been sug-

“I have seen that suggested severa! 
times,’ he said. “And in one or two 
particular instances it was advanced 
by men of reputation and of great 
ability; but they have not given close 
attention to the progress and to the 
declared purposes of this movement. 
The men who are promoting this 
movement for the initiative, referen-. 
dum and recall, openly ‘clare that 
their aim is to apply it to every di- 
vision of the government from our 
smallest incorporated towns and vil- 
lages to the general government it. 
self, There are now two national as- 
sociations organized to secure amend- 
ments to the Federal Constitution 
giving effect to their peculiar views. 
and they have made such alarming 
progress that they now claim more 
than a third of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and almost a third of the 
United States Senate.”

HIUS Senator Bailey read his in- 
i§ surgent critics out of the Demo- 
cratic party. He read all in- 
surgents out of both parties, and 
promised them. the unhappy future 
of third party life in his “group” an- 
alysis of present-day politics already 
quoted. 

“Senator,” I began, “you have been 
attacked as the friend of the corpora- 
tions and accused of defending them 
from restrictive legislation by a 
clever use of your remarkable com- 
mand .of constitutional law.” 

“Oh, yes,” he replied quickly, “the 
muckrakers and their kind from time to 
time refer to me as a ‘corporation law- 
yer’ and as a ‘friend of the interests,’ 
but that {s a challenge to the intelli- 
gence of the people of this country. 
I have been 20 years in Congress and 
no man can point to a single instance 
where I have voted for my clients 
against my constituents, nor can any 
man show where I have ever endeav- 
ored to prevent just and wholesome 
legislation. 

“Tt is true thet I have refused to 
vote for measures which assume that 
the Federal Government possesses a 
general police power and in that posi- 
tion IT am justified by the soundest 
principles of constitutional construc- 
tion; but so far from seeking to. pro- 
tect dhe corporations from just and 
proper regulation. I was advocating 
lezislation of the kind when some of 
the so-called reformers were opposing 
it, and TI have not needed to display 
the zeal of a new convert in order to 
make the people forget my former at- 
titude. 

“Tt has come to be a fashion now 
with men who do not understand the 
Constitugion or the relation’ between 
the general Government of the states, 
to charge every man who insists upon 
an obedience to the Constitution. er 
who speaks In defense of states’ rights, 
with the ulterior purpose of ‘protecting 
the corporations,’ and ‘aiding the in- 
terests.’ It is precisely this kind of un- 
adulterated rot which has inspired a 
lot of cowardly politicians with such 
abject fear that they no longer sup- 
port the Constitution or Insist upon ea 
due separation of Federal and State 
authority. 

“Tt is so much easier to tmpeach a 
motive than it is to answer an argu- 
ment that no attempt is made to answer 
those who still fnsist that the Consti- 
tution must be respected and the rights 
of these states must be preserved. 

“I have never yet been so foolish as 
to believe that it is necessary to de- 
stroy this Government In order to de- 
stroy the unlawful combinations which 
have been developed and fostered un- 


can eradicate those evils without sub- 
verting this republic, and as well might 
the farmer burn his barn in order to 
rid it of the rats as for the American 
people to violate all sound and well- 
reagent principles in order to sup-

HE two oldest divisions of Christianity, after 
encircling the world in opposite directions, 
= have now met in St. Louis. The mission- 
aries and explorers of the Catholic Church, trav- 
eling westward, crossed the Atlantic Ocean and 
from Canada and New Orleans bore their faith 
and their ritual to the future metropolis of the 
Southwest. The Greek Catholics, turning to the 
Bast, traversed Russia, Siberia, Behring Strait 
and Alaska, and today, after many centuries, have 
reached St. Louis, through the special command 
of the Czar of all the Russias. 

Father Alexander Viacheslavov has arrived in 
the city from Alaska, and has organized the Rus- 
sian odox Greek Catholic St. Archangel 

“™, durch at 1125 Hickory street. Half of 
hi caiary is paid by the Czar, as chief of the 
Holy Synod, which rules the Russian Church. 

From the outside, the new church at present 
seems an American tenement house rather than 
an Offs, < of what has been called the second 


most superb and opulent worship in the world. 


But an unmistakable external sign is a rude bell 


‘ | tower, constructed to the west of the church, and 
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Fees surmounted by a 
cross with the 
characteristic 
Russian trans- 
verse beam, and 
the Oriental car- 
rot-shaped cupola. 
It is the first 
cross of the kind 
erected publicly 
in St. Louis.

Parish priests of the Russian 
faith are compelled to marry before they may be 
ordained. 

One is also startled by pictures, or ikons, bear- 
ing the familiar titles of “The Holy Family,” “St. 
Michael,” “St. Gabriel” and “St. Joseph,” but dis- 
playing a striking Russian cast of features. In 
patriotic proximity to the holy pictures is a high- 
ly colored print of Czar Nicholas and his family. 

Father Viacheslavov conducted a representa- 
tive of the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine down 
a narrow staircase and through a straight door 
into the holy of holies of the church—tthe space be- 
tween the altar and a partition separating it from 
the congregation. Within this sanctuary women 
are never permitted to tread. A lattice-work door, 
opening at the center of the partition, permits the 
priest to descend among the congregation. 

There are but six chairs in the church, and 
these are designed for cripples and visitors. All 
others stand upright during the two hours’ serv- 
ice, and even pray on their feet, with their faces 
turned to the East. Only at the festival of Penta- 
cost do they kneel in prayer. : 

The male and femaie worshipers axe rigorously 
separated, the former standing to the right and 
the latter to the left. There is no organ, for in- 
strumental music is prohibited. Only the human 


‘male voice may ever be raised in sacred song 


within these precincts. 

The Russian Christians of St. Louis, thousands 
of miles from their home, have endeavored, with 
the lowly resources at their disposal, to imitate 
the theatric splendor of the cathedrals of Moscow, 
St. Petersburg and Constantinople. The partition 
before the altar is gayly festooned witb artificial 
flowers, mostly glowing red roses. There are gor- 
geous paintings of the saints, with Slavic blue 
eyes and uptilted noses. 

The scarlet and gold: altar is decorated with 
bunting and flowers. Over one end of the parti- 
tion is flung the American flag, as if the hospi- 
tality of the Stars and Stripes were invoked for 
these alien rites. 

There are no statues of the saints, however, as 
the Russians abhor these as graven images and 
idols. But they permit the adoration of the cross. 

All of the carpenter work, the painting and the 
decoration was performed by the hands of Father 
Viacheslavov and his parishioners, and half of 
the cost was defrayed from their slender purses. 

The priest, with smiling complacency, exhibited 


the glittering wardrobe of his office. There was a 
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sumptuous purple robe used for ordinary occa- 
sions. Then there was a scarlet robe used only 
on Easter. . 

The pride of his collection of a dozen gorgeous 
vestments was a stiff gown of scarlet and. gold. 
Father Viacheslavov naively asserted that, $100 
worth of gold bullion went to the decoration of 
the garment. He also displayed two gilt crowns, 
with summits of red plush, one or the other of 
which he dons when performing a wedding. 

The church was organized about eight months 
ago, and now has 200 members who attend regu- 
larly. Father Viacheslavov,.who had been. sta- 
tioned at Sitka, Alaska, was detailed to St. Louis 
by the Czar, through Archbishop /Platon of New 
York. The congregation has purchased a vacant 
lot adjoining its present home, and will begin the 
erection of a church building next spring. | 

Mrs. Viacheslavov is in St. Petersburg complet- 
ing a graduate course in medicine, and plans to 
join her husband in St. Louis within two years 
and: begin the practice of her profession here. They 
have no children. 

The Christian religion was introduced into Rus- 
sia in the tenth century from Constantinople. The 
Russian Prince Vladimir was. baptised and mar- 
ried to Anne, sister of the Byzantine Emperor. 

“A pagan of the North,” wrote Gibbon, “Vladi- 
mir, great Prince of Russia, aspired to the daugh- 
ter of the Roman people, and his claim was en- 
forced by threats of war, the promise of comver- 
sion and the offer of a powerful succor against 
a domestic rebel.” 

In the humorous note the historian adds: “Vlad- 
imir and Anne are ranked among the saints of the 
Russian Church. Yet we know his vices and are 
ignorant of her virtues.” 

From this beginning, however, the Russian 
Church grew until today it embraces 90,000,000 
of the 98,000,000 communicants .of the Greek 
Church. The Patriarch of Moscow revolted against 
the Patriarch of Constantinople in the seventeenth 
century 28d made the Russian Church _  inde- 
pendent. The Slavic Patriarch, was, in turn, 
humbled by Peter the Great into an exarch. 

Twenty years later that office was abolished 
and the Holy Svnod was established as a depart- 
ment of the Russian Government. with the Czar 
at the head and his Minist@r of Public Worship 
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never been permitted to meddle in politics in its 
own. behalf, but has always employed its power 
as a reinforcement of the monarchy. 

The final separation of the Greek and Latin 
churches came in the eleventh century, partly 
through political and partly through dogmatic 
differences, but mostly through the refusal of the 
Greek patriarchs to recognize the claim to uni- 
versal supremacy made’ by the Pope. 

The most inexpiable difference in dogma which 
arose between the two churches concerned the 
doctrine of the ‘“procession of the Holy Ghost.” The 
Latins held that the third member of the Trinity 
proceeded from both Father and Son, while the 
Greeks as stubbornly maintained that the proces- 
sion was from the Father alone. When the Greek 
Patriarch expelled the phrase “filioque” (“and 
from the Son’) from the creed, he was excom- 
municated by the Roman Pontiff as a fomenter 
of heresy. 

In Catholic churches the sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper is administered “in one kind,” which 
means that the laity is permitted to partake of the 
bread only. In the new Russian Church in St. 
Louis the sacrament is administered to all com- 
municants, including infants, “in both kinds,” 
which is to say that the laity participates in both 
bread and wine. In the Russian Church leavened 
bread is employed instead of the unleavened 
bread of the Roman and Protestant churches. 

As Russia, alone of the European nations, re- 
tains the old-style calendar, its church festivals 
are celebrated about ‘wo weeks later than the cor- 
responding ceremonies in the Catholic Church. 
St. Louis’ Russian congregation will celebrate 
EaS8ter with a festival of three days, including 4 
glistening procession of the members in national 
garb. 

The example of the Russian Church, the most 
important offshoot of the Greek Catholic faith, 
has been followed in several countries, until 
today the Patriarch of Constantinople has do- 
minion over only the Christians in the Ottoman 
empire, and even among these a sect of 250,000 
souls, the Maronites of Syria, recognize the 
primacy of the Roman Pontiff. 

When Greece won its independence, its wor- 
ship was erected mto a State religion, stmilar to 
that of Russia, and ruled by the metropolitans 
of the important Hellenic cities. Bulgaria and 
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Servia also revolted 
from Constantinople 

and each country 

has its national 
patriarch. 

Constantinople’s 
fall as aé_ religious 
power began with 
the disintegration - 
of the Eastern 
Roman Empire, of 
which the Byzan- 
tine city, was the 
capital. Its__ total 
loss of. political 
supremacy in the 
Christian world 
was followed by the 
shearing away of 
its prestige in re- 
ligion, especially 
after the sacking of 
Constantinople by 
the Turks in the 
fifteenth century. 

The Russian 
Church, the _ inter- 
ests of which are 
intimately bound 
up with those of 
the Muskovite 
monarchy, has a tremendous political force. 
Through its organization the power of the Czar 
penetrates directly down to the most humble 
moujik, to whom his parish priest is equally a 
representative of his God and of his monarch. 
This power has sometimes been abused in pro 
voking massacres, but has never been employed 
in building up the church at the expense of 
the monarchy. 

In Alaska, which was purchased from Russia. 
by the United States during Gen. Grant’s ad- 
ministration, there are 15 Russian churches, 
representing the first Christian faith and 
civilization which invaded that immense do- 
main. 

When the Russian fur traders crossed Behring 
Strait to the American Continent they brought 
with them the ikons of their faith, and the 
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Oriental figures of Jesus, Mary and Joseph were 
translated to the frozen North. Little villages 
sprang up and permanent settlements were made. 
Need arose for the familiar parish priest and 
his offices. : 

Father Viacheslavov's chapel is the newest af. - 
rival among a number of foreign churches, each 
displaying racjal deviations ftom the others 
which ere domiciled in St, Louis.

For 
Northern #,.ofida and the Gulf Coast 
aleo the hafdy Japanése stock has 
been & help in fighting the cold and 
is used for grafting not only the 
orange but the pomeld and Kumquat. 

Evén without. much selection the 
orange has traveled in California not 
less than 500 milés nofthward of the 
pot where the Franciscan fathers, 
Owhders of thé most famous mie- 
sions, fitet grew this fruit in what 
is now the Golden State. The Fran- 
ierene. when me. moved north into 
California in 17 took With them 
seeds and cuttings of orange trees. 

es¢ they planted as they estab- 
lished their missions, the great chain 
of which extended from the southern 


part of the immense state to a point 


50 miles north of San Francisco. In‘ 


1835, seed of an Acapulco orange was 
planted at Sacramento, if a country 
that now prides itself on its oranges, 
and the seedlings were transplanted 
four years later to Bidwell Bar, in 
Butte County, still further north and 
with'n about 100 miles of the Oregon 
line. 

California ‘is one of three defined 
districts of the United States that 
are known as well developed orange 
regions. The Central and Southern 
parts of Florida and the delta of the 
Mississippi constitute another. A 
third, though not so fully developed, 
takes in a part of Texas and the 
Mexico-Arizona region. Here the 
orange stands 40 to 50 degrees of 
cold, and with that advantage is a 
rely district for future experimen- 
tation. In both Arizona-—-where the 
ary winters help materially—and Cal- 
ifornia, the orange stands the cold 
better than in Florida, where the 
ffost of 1886 and the double frost 
of 1894 were so disastrous as to 
have become historic. 

The apple is_as distinctly a fruit 
of the temperate regions as the or- 
ange is of the warmer ones. It has 
a wide range, but that should he 
wider, and it is purposed to make it 
so in time. Reversing the orange 
process, warmer rather than colder 
stock will have to be bred for heat- 
enduring qualities. Already they are 
growing good apples as far south.as 
Florida, which is getting very near 
the tropics. Apples have been grown 
in northern Minnesota from imported 
Russian stock with a knewn record: 
80 why not Florida apples from 
warm-blooded stock? Certainly the 
apple did not originate in a very 
cold region—Southwestern Aéia and 
adjacent Europe, probably.

IFTY years”ago tomorrow @ sOv- 
- ereign convention, four-fifths 
of whose members were reared 
in slave states, and whose president, 
Sterling Price, was soon to become 
a Confederate General, met in the 
Mercantile Library Hall in St. Louis 
and adopted, with but one dissenting 
vote, the following resolution against 
secession: 

“That at present there is no ade- 
quate cause to impel Missouri to dis- 
solve her connection with the Fed- 
‘ eral Union.” 

Received with outraged surprise by 
(joy. Claiborne F. Jackson and the 
Legislature at Jefferson City, this 
resolution, conservative and condi- 
‘ional as it was, exerted momentous 
effécts. It meant that Missouri, the 
northernmost outpost of the slave 
States, was to remain in the Union 
and supply one-fifth of the soldiers 
who accomplished the emancipation 





of the slaves. 

It meant that Kentucky and Mary- 
land, two border states, were to re- 
main aloof from the Confederacy. It 
meant that the hardy mountainéers 
in Tennessee and the future West 
Virginia were powerfully confirmed 
in their devotion to the Union. 

This year is the semi-centefnial of 
the outbreak of the Civil War, and 
there is a nation-wide renaissance 
of interest in the vastest conflict of 
arms since thé”Napoleonic era. 

In March, 1861, St. Louis was on 
the éve of the Civil War. Two 
months later St. Louisans were to 
shed each others’ Blood at the cap- 
ture of Camp Jackson, a Confederate 
stronghold, situated near Grand ave- 
nue and Olive street, then in the 
western outskirts of the city. Soon 
afterwards Capt. Nathaniel Lyon, 
seconded by Frank P. Blair, was to 
declare war in the name of the Unit- 
ed States against Gov. Jackson and

the Legislature, into Arkansas. 
When the convention declared 
®gainst secession, St. Louls was in 
the throes of a convulsion, as yet 
mostly subterraneous, which was the 
promise of a'volcanic eruption. Abra- 
ham Lincoln had gone from Spring- 
field, 1ll., to be inaugurated, fol- 
lowed by about half the population 
of St. Louis with the epithets of 
“idiot,” “buffoon,” “baboon,” “TIIli- 
roils ape” and “gorilla.” The other

drive him, with many members of 
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his. friends to have made a complete 
failure of life, had seen from afar 
the chance which was to make him 
one of history’s great captains of war 
and had come from Galena, IIl., to 
St. Louis to seize his opportunity by 
the forelock. Smoking infinite cig- 
ars, he plodded unobserved and in 
sHence about the streets or lounged 
against the Planters Hotel bar. His 
name was Ulysses S. Grant. 

The president of the Fifth Street 
Horse Car Co., now the Broadway 
line, was a tall, lean personage, ad- 
dicted to discussing the impending 
conflict in the loudest tones on street 
corners and in his crowded cars. 
Disdainful of the sentiments of his 
hearers, he shouted animadversionus 
against the “rebels.” 

He was pronounced a madman by 
Secretary Stanton because he _ de- 
clared that 200,000 troops would be 
needed to man the line along the 
Ohio River north of Kentucky. This 
voluble and rejected prophet was ta 
write his name in devastation from 
Atlanta to Savannah. He was Wil- 
liam Tecumseh Sherman. 

Seven of the Southern States, fol- 
lowing the lead of South Carolina, 
had revolted from the Union. On 
Feb. 4, 1861, delegates from the se- 
ceding states met at Montgomery, 
Ala., and organized the Confederate 
States of America. 

One ambassador from the new na- 
tion was received almost with obei- 
sance at Jefferson City, while an- 
other, in attendance on the conven- 
tion at St. Louis, was informed by 
one of the members ‘hat ‘‘we did not 
come here to receive ambassadors 
from foreign states,” ahd eventually 
failed of his mission. He is said to 
have made and kept the rash vow 
never to buy a new hat if he did not 
obtain the secession of Missouri. 

St. Louis sentiment, with the ex- 
ception of one important body of 
citizens, was largely pro-slavery. The 
leading society families of the time, 
with their alliances of blood, friend- 


/ship and trade with the South, were 


almost exclusively so. 

Yet many of the pro-slavery men 
were also Union men, and were 
found later in the Federal armies. 
Even over Camp Jackson, the ave- 
nues of which were named for Jeffer- 
eon Dayis and Gen. Beauregard, float- 
ed the Stars and Stripes with the 
State flag of Missouri. 

A vigorous abolition sentiment in 
St. Louis existed among the thou- 
sands of German immigrants who 
had settled south of Market street 
and had transplanted to America the 
ardor for liberty which had exiled 
many of them. Their leaders, like 
Carl Schurz, had been prominent in 
the unsuccessful German revolution 
of 1848. By the society families of 
the day the Germans were  nick- 
named in. hatred ard contempt, “Hes- 
sians,” “Mudsills” and “the Dutch.” 

By March of 1861 two bodies of 
hostile volunteer troops were dri]]- 
ing secretly in St. Louis. The Min- 
ute Men, or political clubs which 
supported Stephen A. Douglas for the 
presidency, had converted — their 
torches into rifles and their trans- 
parencies into ammunition. 

On the other hand, the Wide- 
Awakes, or Republican clubs, which 
had supported Lincoln, were also 
drilling. Writers of that time tell 
of passing halls in which they heard 
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the tramp of march: 
ing feet and sharp 
commands to march, 
countermarch and 
ground arms. In the 
German Turner halls 
there was. tireless 
drilling every night. 

It seemed that all 
were inspired by an 
instinct that the fate 
of the border states 
depended upon Mis- 
souri and that the 
fate of Missouri 
depended upon  §8t. 
Louis, then the met- 
ropolis and most 
promising city of the 
West. ‘ 

The poignant sep- 
aration of relatives ind _ trienas, 
which created many of the tragedies 
of the Civil War, had already begun 
in St, Louis. Today neighbors greet 
each other cordially at their homes 
and on the streets and there are 
only the mild discords of politics. 

But then friends of old standing 
were beginning to pass each other 
with icy stares or‘to cross the street 
to avoid an encounter. Sons were 
being thrust from their homes’. by 
their. fathers, and college classmate” 
coldly took leave of each other for- 
ever. 

The clergymen were between the 
horns of a dilemma. If one of them 
offered the customary prayer for the 
President, one-half of his congrega- 
tion was certain to leave the church, 
pale with anger. If he omitted the 
prayer, the other half was equally 
sure to depart in wrath. Hence grew 
later the Northern and Southern 
Methodists and the Cumberland Pres- 
byterians. ) 

At every dinner table in the city 
the rights and wrongs of the Confed- 
eracy were the subject of heated and 
acrimonious debate. Wives and 
husbands, brothers and sisters, took 
Qpposite sides. 

Ruffians threw bricks through 
church windows or assaulted obnox- 
ious preachers of either party. The 
trains for an explosion were laid and 
the fuse was sputtering ominously. 

Capt. Lyon, with his wild red hair 
and blue eye of command, was 
plotting resolutely against Maj. Peter 
V. Harney to obtain control of the 
United States Arsenal, at Arsenal 
street and the Levee, South St. Louis, 
where 30,000 muskets were stored. 
The Minute Men were planning as 
eagerly to anticipate him, for both 
believed that possession of the arse- 
nal meant possession of the city. 

Within four months Lyon was to 
become supreme at the arsenal, put 
down Camp Jackson with a strong 
hand, chase Gov. Jackson from the 
State, preserve Missouri for the 
Union and die at Wilson’s Creek be- 
cause the satranic Gen. Fremont nro- 
crastinated in sending him reinforce- 
ments, 

Nowhere in the city in the early 
months of 1861 did an assembly sing 
‘My Country. "Tis of Thee” or a band 
play the “Star-Spangled Banner.” It 
is related that in February a band- 
master at Jefferson City, requested 
by a St. Louisag to play the “Star- 
Spangled Banrer.” refused in terror 
and performed “Dixie” instead. 

In all of St. Louls there was but 
one United States flag displayed ex- 
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cept at the 
and that floated, partly 
from mercenary Mmo- 
‘tives, over a dry goods 
“Store. But at Sixth 
and Pine streets, . for 
several days, hung the 
new Stars and Bars, 
“ang did not provoke a 
bloody riot only be- 
cause of cool heads 
-among the citizens. 
- Another riot had 
‘been narrowly averted 
when United States 
‘troops were sent to 
guard the Postoffice, in 
which $400,000 in gold 
was stored. Upon this 
the Sub - Treasurer 
feared the Southern 
sympatnmers had _ designs. The 
soldiers were removed to the ar- 
senal to pacify the city. 

At this time the Governor and the 
Legislature, in the hope of enlisting 
the police force of St. Louis in the 
Confederate cause, placed the depart- 
ment under State laws and institut- 
ed a Board of Police Commissioners, 
to be appointed by the Governor. 
The first President of the Police 
Board was the chieftain of the Min- 
ute Men. The police system institut- 
ed then persists until this day in st. 
Louis. ° 

One of the picturesque figures of 
the period was Gov. Jackson. In 
earlier years he, with other promi- 
nent Missourians, including judges 
and members of the Legislature, had 
led the so-called ‘“‘Border Ruffians of 
Missouri” against the “Jayhawkers” 
of “bleeding” Kansas. 
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for

because Lincoln Lad re- 
ceived but 17,000 votes in 
Missouri, and most of 
these were cast in St 
Louis and in Gasconade 
and Cole counties. 

The convention met Feb. 28 
at Jefferson City, the sentiment 
of which was overwhelmingly for 
the Confederacy, so much so_ that 
the bandmaster mentioned above was 
afraid to play the “Star-Spangled 
Banner” on. the streets. 

The Union members of the conven- 
tion were alarmed by the. environ- 
ment in which the convention found 
itself, and began plotting to remove 
it. to St. Louis. As a pretext, they 
seized upon the discomforts of Jef- 
ferson City. There was no adequaté 
hotel] in which to live or hall in 
which to meet. The members had no 
desks. 

By playing upon these hardships 
the Union men obtained the passage 
of a motion to transfer the conven- 
tion to St. Louis. It met at the Mer- 
cantile Librdry Hall on March 4, 
the day of the inauguration of Lin- 


Jackson was elected in November, ; ¢oln., 


1860, an’? was soon in correspond- 
ence with the secession statesmen, 
with whom he was thoroughly in ac- 
cord. As Governor-elect he enter- 
tained the Confederate ambassador 
effusively, while Gov. Stewart cour- 
teously repulsed his advances. 

Upon taking his seat, one of Jack- 
son’s first official acts was to cause 
the Legislature to vote, after the 
manner of the seceding states, for a 
popular election of a convention to 
consider the question of leaving the 
(inion. He and his follawers ten it 


Zo the Governor’s rage and morti- 
fication, the convention determined 
against secession. He regretted too 
late that the act providing for the 
convention, to which sovereign pow- 
ér in the State was given, contained 
no provision for its adjournment. The 
convention established itself as a per- 
manent authority in St. Louis and 
formed itself later into a provisional 
government of the State. 

Breaking into revolt against the 
convention, Jackson attempted to ex- 
ext. hia nower ae enmmandar af the 
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. ern States revolted:

Louis coim- 
panies of the militia, to which many 
young men of leading families be- 
longed, were ordered to go into camp

The Governor’s purpose, so far as 
3st. Louis was concerned, was foiled 
Xy the promptitude of Capt. Lyon 
ind Frattk P. Blair, who took the 
nilitiamen prisoners and released 
‘hem only after they had taken the 
oath of allegiance to ‘the United 
Stateg. 

The Governor soon afterwards fled 
to the protection of Gen. McCulloch in 
Arkansas. There*he issued a procla- 
mation declaring that Missouri had 
seceded, and the State was enrolled 
(on paper).as a member of the Con- 
federacy by Jefferson’ Davis’ offi- 
cials. 

Gen. Price, who was the president 
of the convention, entered the Con- 
federate army and commanded 
against Lyon and Franz Sigel at 
Wilson’s Creek, where Lyon was 
‘illed. One of the pro-slavery mem- 
ers, John B. Henderson, changed 
his opinions as the war progressed 
and was the author of the fourteenth 
amendment to the Constitution. 
which bestowed civil rights upon the 
former chattels. 

The most striking and intimate de- 
scription of St. Louis on the eve of 
the Civil War is found in Winston 
Churchill’s novel, “The Crisis,” many 
of the characters and scenes in which 
are drawn from life. 

Virginia Carvel, who declared that 
“there are no Yankees of good fam- 
ily,” who played and sang Dixie as 
the Germans marched past her house 
on the way to Camp” Jackson, and 
who went to Gen. Fremont’s head- 
quarters on Chouteau avenue wear- 
ing the colors of the Confederacy, is 
a true type of the time. So is her 
father, Col. Carvel, who sincerely 
loved his State more than his na- 
tion, and who left St. Louis in his 
gray hairs to fight in Texas. So also 
are Judge Whipple, the uncompro- 
mising abolitionist, and Carl Richter, 
the German university man and pa- 
triot. who died in the first of Mis- 
sourl’s- 487 battles and skirmishes 

True likewise are the charactere 
of Cluyme , the trimmer, ready at a 
moment's notice to espouse whatever 
side was uppermost; and Eliehalet 
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make money from 
his city aud his 


Hopper, greedy to 
the distress of 
friends. 

The clear insight into coming 
events which prompted the energy 
and decision of Capt. Lyon and At- 
torney’ Blair in St. Louis was far 
from general all over the country, 
and especially in the North. : Many 
leading abolitionists, including 
Horace Greeley, had advocated, the 
secession of the North as the only 
solution of the slave problem, and 
had said with relief, when the South- 
“Let ti. a gu” 

They had denounced the Constitu- 
tion, which sanctioned involuntary 
Servitude, as “a compact with hell,” 
and urged the abrogation of the 
Union. Many Nertherners, at the be- 
ginning of 1861, 
Federal Government had no author- 
ity to coerce a. State. . 

Most of them had little apprehen- 
sion of war, being less previsionary 
than the humble Germans who were 
drilling nightly in their Turner 
halls in St. Louis. It Was not until

At the outbreak of the war most of 
the ships of the United States Navy 
were absént at fore'gn stations by 
direction of Toucey.

The Civil War was a fearful blow 
upon the growing commerce ard 
power of St. Louis. At the beginnitig 
of 1861 more than 4000 steamboats 
plied ' between the city and points 
alona the Southern rivers. Within 
a few months this vast trade was 
completely destroyed. as the Confed- 
erates promptly seized control of tite 
Mississippi, Cumbei land and Tenner- 
see rivers. Fortunes were ruined and 
rich families sunk into penury, from 
which some of them have not yet re- 
covered.

They had 
stolen their horses. For their living they de- 
pended upon the farmers, Up through Marshall’s 
Pass toward Sacuache the three handits made 
their way, stealing fresh horses Wheneve the ones 
they were riding hecame worn out end robbing 
systematically as they rode, and leaving a wake 
of furious farmers, stockmen and miners. 

.A posse of determined men was organised and 
‘n the hills near Villa Grove a pitched battle was 
fought, which resulted in the eapture of all three 
outlaws. The nearest prison stout enough to hold 
them escurely was back at Del Norte, and for 
there they. started. To make escape impossible 
the three men were tied together with baling 
wire and thrown into a buckboard wagon, The 
first nizht’s camp was to be at Wagon Wheel Gap. 
It was a little after 1 o’clock in the morning. 








The outlaws, still pound together with the heavy 
wire, were supposed to be asleep. Their guards, 
heavy-eyed, sat surrounding them, rifles within 
reach. So far as the members of the posse know, 
the captives had not had an opportunity to ex- 
change a single word-beyond the heaving of at 
least one of the guards. , 

Suddenly the quiet of the camp was broken. 
The three huddled figures of the stage robbers 
sprang to their feet. Silently and unnoticed they 
had broken the wire that bound them, secured a 
single revolver and were prepared to fight for 
their freedom or die in the attempt. 

The fight was sharp and brief. Completely 
thrown off their guard, the members of the posse 
were slow to realize what was taking place. Be- 
fore they quite regained their faculties two of 
their number lay wounded on the ground and the 
outlaws were disappearing in the darkness. 

Miner and Jones escaped. East was recaptured, 
taken to Del Norte and sent to jail for a long 
term. 

Having lost one of his gang, Miner added an- 
other to his party, and on Nov. 7, 1881, reap- 
peared in California after an absence of 12 years, 
held up the stage that ran from Sonora, Tuolomne 
County, to Milton, and secured $32,000 in cash and 
gold dust. 

Two of the gang were quickly caught. Miner 
managed to elude the offic:rs for several weeks, 
“t was finally run to earth. The trial was brief 
nd justice severe. The three robbers were sent 
to San Quentin prison for 25 years. 

Tt was 1901, 20 vears later, before “Old Bill” 
Miner could again breathe the air a freé man. By 
goo’ behavior he cut his sentence five years, 

It was a different world which Miner found 
when he left. prison. The stage coach had given 
ay to the railroad. Where there had been wil- 
érness in the days when the name of “California 
Billy” brought terror to the hearts of stage dr. - 
ers and travelers, there was now thickly settled 
country. 

But “Old Bill” Miner was merely adapting him- 
self to the new circumstances. There were no 
more stage ocaches to be robbed, it was true, but 
the same gun that had sent cold chills up the 
back of the stage driver would bring the grip of 
terror to the heart of the engineer, once he was 
brought to gaze down its threatening barrel. Thus 
reasoned “Old Bill” Miner, erstwhile stage robber. 
as he thought out his plans to become a train 
robber. 

Toward the close of 1903 the authorities of Ore- 
gon were startled by the hold-up of an express 
train on the Oregon Railway @ Navigation Co.’s 
line at Milepost No. 21, near Corbett, Ore. The 
hold-up man was masked, of slight build, gray- 
haired and evidently an old-timer. 

Rewards amounting to $1300 were offered, but 
the train robber was not captured. - 

A year later the Canadian Pacific's transcon- 
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tinental express was stopped at Mission Junction, 

British Columbia, by a lone bandit, who with cold 
and deliberate nerve eompelled the express mes- 
senger to open the safe, which contained close to 
$10,000. This he took and got away quickly. 

So daring had “been the robbery that the au- 
thorities recognized the imperative necessity of 
capturing its perpetrator. The Dominion Govern- 
ment offered a reward of $5000 for him. This was 
increased to $12,800 by the railroad and provincial 
authorities. There was no doubt as to the iden- 
tity of the masked bandit. His methods and his 
coo] daring identified him as none other than 
“Old Bill” Miner. ; 

With a smal] fortune offered as a price on his 
heac, “finer vanished Plentifully supplied with 
money, as a result of his two train robberies, it 
was not difficult for him to live. , 

Less than two years later, on May 10, 1906, at 11 
o’clock in the night, as the transcontinental ex- 
press of the Canadian Pacific Railroad 
was pulling up the heavy grade just east 
of Durrer, British Columbia, the engi- 
neer was startled by the command 
“Pands up!” 

Obeying the cémmand, the engi- 
neer uncoupled the express gcar 
and took it a mile up the road. 
The masked robber on the 
terder, who was none other 
than “Old Billl’” Miner, kept 
him, the fireman and the ex- 
press messenger covered with 
two revolvers, while two pals 
broke open the car and rifled 
it of its contents. 

A posse organized to purstle 
the bandits soon found Miner's 
companions near: the scene of the 
robbery. Miner himself escaped to 
the islands off the coast, but was hunted 
down. They found him well entrenched. — ( 
He fought &@s long as there was a chance 
for escape; then, finding himself completely 
surrounded, he surrendered, 

“Old Bill” Miner was 60 years old when he be- 
came No. 980 and was enrolled as a. lifer on the 
books of the venitentiary at New Westminster. 
The authorities believed that at last he had run 
his race. 

Little did they reckon on Miner’s astuteness. 
With two companions who with him were em- 
ployed in the brickyard of the prisor, he began 
to plan for escape almost on the first day of his 
incarceration. Patiently and _ persistently the 
three worked, and on Aug. 8, 1907, the three es- 
caped throuch a tunnel] they had dug beneath the

than a fortune dead. 

Posthumous fame and posthumous profits are 
about as valuable as a last year’s bird’s nest, and, 
to perpetrate a bull, it is not often they come to 
a live man. 3 

But there is one casé of record in St. Louis 
to prove that a man must die to find out that 
his work is worth more than has been paid for 
itjand that after he is dead his worth as a paint- 
er has suddenly gone up tremendously in the 
open market. 

It is not often, either, that a live man is of- 
fered a large sum of money to “remain in eter- 
nity for another month,” so that the traffickers 
in the product of his labor may profit by his 
posthumous fame. 

This is what befell Paul E. Harney, the paint- 
x of chickens, whose studio is in Alton, but 
who is a St. Louisan in all except the mere mat- 
ter of residence. : 

It was nine years ago that Paul Harney died. 
and the day after people were eager to buy his 
pictures, and their value soared in consequence. 
But the trouble was Mr. Harney could not stay 
@ead, and prices fell back to the old standard. 

But perhaps this is getting ahead of the story, 

as Mr. Harney himself tells it. 
-Mr. Harney was living in Upper Alton, where 
he had an open air studio. One day he was noti- 
fied of the death of his father, also Paul E.. Har- 
ney, who passed beyond at his residencce in Ore- 
gon avenue and Meramec street, St. Louis. 

Mr. Harney hastened at once to St. Louis to 
take charge of the remains of his father and 
have them removed to Upper Alton for burial 
fin the family plot. 

In the meantime friends had caused to be in- 
serted in the newspapers a brief notice of the eld- 
er Harney’s demise, omitting his age, but stating 
that burial would take place in Upper Alton. It 
was generally believed that this chronicled the 
death of the artist. 

There was sincere mourning among those who 
knew the talented and genial painter, whose 
work was greatly admired in St. Louis, many of 
whose citizens possessed examples of it.

fame and posthumous profits, the latter of which 
went mostly to the picture dealers and those 
who had bought the pictures for a small sum 
from the painter.

Meeker in the later 
years of his life. Some 
of the little pencil 
sketches picked up 
around hig studio after 
his death sold for more 
than his studied paint- 
ings during his life. 
“Harry Chase, the 
marine painter, left St. 
Louis because no one 
apparently, wanted his 
pictures at a price that 
would furnish him food 
enough to live on and 
keep on painting. He 
went to New York and 
made a. success, and 
after his death the 
prices of his pictures 
soared amazingly. 
“The story of the 
‘Angelus’ is of itself 
enough to show the 
value of being deaq if 
it is the purpose to get 
great prices for a paint- 
er’s work. When Millet 
painted the ‘Angelus’ 
he was ‘gru , as 
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grandfather's 1 ever since her childhood, but 
the young man coveted the one she received. 

“Her cousin knew that she had always desired 
to own the picture he had, but had been too proud 
to ask an exchange, and, being hard up and be- 
lieving he could recoup his fortunes by selling 
the picture she had, if he could get possession 
of it, he managed to effect an exchange.
